Surely his 
explanations

sound convincing even to Dunham 
himself. As a banker he knows 
what the real trouble is: The RFC 
|! has outlived the purpose for which 


it was created. It was born in pan- 
ic times to salvage troubled banks, 
insurance companies, railroads and 
other vital private services. 


But these arc inflation days, when 


the dollar's difficulty is that it is 
too plentiful rather than scarce. 
About the only legitimate field left 
for the RFC in these times is the 
exploitation ot natural resources, 
and experimentation in new by- 
product industries. Government aid 


Kg has a certain field here, just as 
*' government docs a good deal ot 


special work for agriculture. But 
if .this is all that remains of the or- 
iginal RFC program then the RFC 
itself should be abolished. 


Government lending in days of 


easy dollars has written nothing 
but scandal, as the Fulbright com- 
mittee is disclosing daily. 


Fulbright Calls 
on Justice Dept. 
to Enter Probe 


Washington, March 8 — (if)—Sen 


ators investigating charges of 
in- 


fluence on RFC lending asked the 
justice department today to search 
its record of hearings for evidence 
of perjury, lax evasion or other 
violations of law. 


Chairman Fulbright (D-Ark) an- 


nounced his senate banking sub- 
committee had voted unanimously 
to ask for the inquiry. It has been 
Supplying the justice department a 
daily copy of witnesses' sworn tes- 
timony.

fixing a manpower ceiling for the 
armed forces and then hoped ac- 
tion out other details of the pro- 
posed universal military training 
and service program. 


Many 
lawmakers 
expected 
a 


limit of 3,500,000 to be put on the 
combined army, air force, 
navy 


and marines. That is what pres- 
ident Truman has fixed as desir- 
able. 


Senators unanimously agreed to 


start voting on these choices 
at 


1:30 p. m. (EST). 


Threatening to hold lawmakers 


in night session for tho first time 
this year, Majority Leader McFar- i 
land (D-Ariz) still hoped to wind' 
up action before quitting. 


Other lawmakers said the senate 


would be fortunate to complete ac- 
tion sometime Thursday. 


Once the celling issue is decided, 


leaders expect the next big test 
to come on a proposal by Sena- 
tors Edwin C. Johnson 
(D-Colo) 


and Brickcr (R-Ohio) 
to 
knock 


from the bill a long-term universal 
military training program. 


It would not become operative 


until the present international ten- 
sion cases and the size of forces 
and length of service of drafted 
men was cut back sharply. 


Johnson and Bricker — with the 


backing of Republican Policy Lead- 
er Taft, of Ohio — contend it would 
be better to handle the military 
training program separately when 
and if the time for it is reached. 


Only one decision was 
reached 


during the long session yesterday. 
That was a 77 to 14 vote reject 
ing an effort by Senator Morse 
(R-Ore) to cut back all voluntary 
enlistments to 36 months. 


Morse belabored the air 
force 


and navy for "high-pressuring" 18 
and 19 year olds to join up for four 
years and avoid being drafted as 
foot soldiers. 


The air force and navy now take 


men for a minimum of four years 
and accept some men for six. The 
army now has a three-year mini 
mum for volunteers.
